Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  fifteenth  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
ended  December  31st,  1938. 

This  report  has  been  prepared  and  arranged  to  include  the  information 
and  statistics  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Minister  of  Health 
(Circular  1728,  October  25th,  1938)  and  by  order  of  The  Sanitary  Officers 
(Outside  London)  Regulations,  1935  (Article  17)  and  the  Sanitary  Officers 
Order,  1926  (Article  14). 

The  health  in  the  District  has  been  satisfactory  as  regards  infectious 
diseases,  and  there  has  been  no  unusual  mortality. 

Progress  in  Public  Health  work  has  been  fully  maintained  during  the 
year,  with  the  building  of  and  plans  for  a  further  number  of  Council  houses, 
especially  in  Overton  and  Whitchurch.  Public  water  supply  schemes  and 
extensions  for  East  Woodhay,  Baughurst  and  Tadley  areas,  sewerage  scheme 
for  Laverstoke  (extension  from  Overton)  have  been  under  discussion. 

The  general  work  in  this  Department  has  been  gradually  increasing 
year  by  year,  and  further  responsibilities  have  been  added  by  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936,  the  Factories  Act,  1937,  and  more  recently  much  time  has 
had  to  be  given  in  connection  with  A.R.P.  The  new  Food  and  Drugs  Act 
which  comes  into  force  on  October  1st,  1939,  will  entail  more  inspections. 

In  conclusion,  I  appreciate  the  interest  in  the  Public  Health  work 
shown  by  all  members  of  the  Committee,  and  I  am  indebted  to  both  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors  (Mr.  J.  W.  Simcox  and  Mr.  C.  A.  L.  Setchell)  for  their 
whole-hearted  co-operation  and  assistance. 

A  summary  of  the  inspections  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  is 

appended.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


The  character  of  the  district  is  mostly  rural,  consisting  of  many  small 
villages  ;  the  largest  centres  being  Kingsclere,  Overton  and  Whitchurch. 
East  Woodhay,  Woolton  Hill  and  Burghelere  are  becoming  more  residential 
owing  to  their  proximity  to  the  town  of  Newbury,  with  railway  and  omnibus 
facilities.  Tadley  also  has  an  increasing  residential  population. 
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Generally,  the  inhabitants  are  engaged  in  agricultural  pursuits,  cattle 
and  sheep  farming,  also  dairy  products.  There  are  a  number  of  stud  farms, 
training  stables,  poultry  farms  and  water  cress  beds  in  the  district.  The 
climate  is  bracing,  a  large  part  of  the  district  being  several  hundred  feet  above 
sea  level.  The  general  health  is  very  good.  The  factories  employing  a 
large  number  of  persons  in  the  area  are  in  Whitchurch,  Laverstoke  and  Overton 
— viz.,  paper  mills,  jam  making,  silk  mill,  soap  and  glycerine,  insulating 
materials.  In  none  of  these  trades  and  industries  is  there  conditions 
prejudicial  to  the  health  of  the  area.  Unemployment  has  not  been  serious 
in  the  area.

The  Public  Health  Department  of  the  Hampshire  County  Council 
provides  all  facilities  for  the  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination  of 
clinical  material  (sputum,  swabs,  etc.),  water,  milk  and  foodstuffs,  at  the 
Laboratory  in  Winchester.

Infectious  Disease 

Both  the  Isolation  Hospitals  provided  by  this  Council  at  Kingsclere 
and  Whitchurch  were  closed  some  years  ago  (1930  and  1931). 

Arrangements  have  been  made  under  the  County  Council  Scheme 
for  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  to  be  admitted  when  necessary 
to  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospitals  at  Andover  (Rural  District)  and  Basing¬ 
stoke.  The  district  has  been  divided  into  two  almost  equal  areas  for  this 
purpose  : — 

To  Andover  :  Ashmansworth,  Burghclere,  East  Woodhay,  Highclere, 
Hurstbourne  Priors,  Laverstoke,  Litchfield,  Newtown,  St.  Mary 
Bourne  and  Whitchurch. 

To  Basingstoke  :  Baughurst,  Ecchinswell,  Kingsclere,  Overton  and 
Tadley. 
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Smallpox  Hospital 

In  the  event  of  any  cases  of  Smallpox  occurring,  the  County  Medical 
Officer  will  make  arrangements  for  their  removal  to  the  Smallpox  Hospital 
near  Winchester. 

Sanatoria 

Sanatoria  for  patients  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  are  provided  by  the 
Hampshire  County  Council  at  Bishopstoke,  Chandler’s  Ford  and  Gosport. 


SECTION  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

WATER 

Geological 

The  geological  formation  of  the  District  is  Gravel  and  Clay  on  the 
North,  and  Chalk  for  the  remainder  of  the  District  with  the  exception  of  a 
narrow  strip  of  Clay  along  the  Test  and  the  Bourne  Valleys.  The  Downs, 
rising  to  a  height  of  700  feet,  form  a  natural  watershed  through  the  centre 
of  the  District  from  east  to  west.  The  height  above  sea  level  varies  from 
211  feet  at  Hurstbourne  Priors  to  780  feet  at  Crux  Easton.  Rivers  in  the 
District  are  the  Test  and  the  Bourne  on  the  South,  and  the  Enborne  on  the 
North,  with  small  streams  rising  on  the  North  of  the  Downs  at  Kingsclere 
and  Ecchinswell.

WATER  UNDERTAKINGS  OWNED  BY  THE  COUNCIL. 


In  all  five  undertakings  the  water  is  derived  from  chalk  strata.  Test¬ 
ing  of  samples  (full  bacteriological  and  chemical)  is  now  done  every  3  months 
at  the  County  Laboratory,  Winchester.  No  system  of  purification  (filtration 
or  chlorination)  is  done  in  any  of  the  public  supplies. 
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The  approximate  population  served  is  as  follows  i —

Detailed  particulars  of  each  undertaking  : — 

Ashmansworth 

Consists  of  a  deep  bore  380  feet  deep,  water  being  pumped  by  electricity 
to  a  storage  reservoir  on  higher  ground  one  mile  away.  The  rising  main  is 
also  used  as  a  distributing  main. 

These  works,  erected  in  1931  by  private  enterprise,  were  purchased 
by  the  Council  in  June,  1937.  The  number  of  houses  and  farms  connected 
is  40  and  there  are  12  stand  pipes. 

The  question  of  extension  to  Crux  Easton  was  discussed  but  the  cost 
of  laying  a  piped  line  was  found  to  be  prohibitive. 

A  scheme  for  an  extension  to  East  End,  East  Woodhay  was  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  Council  and  the  full  proposals  sent  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
During  July,  1938,  a  breakdown  occurred  in  the  pumping  machinery. 
Three  samples  of  water  taken  after  the  repairs  were  completed  were 
reported  as  not  satisfactory,  but  later  samples  taken  in  February  and  April, 
1939,  proved  to  be  good. 


Hannington 

This,  an  existing  deep  well,  privately  owned,  has  been  leased  to 
the  Council  since  1931. 

The  works  consist  of  a  deep  well  (317  feet),  with  oil  engine  to  pump 
water  to  a  reservoir  adjoining  the  well-house. 

Mains  were  laid  in  1931,  and  supply  water  to  45  houses  and  five  stand 

pipes. 

In  the  early  part  of  1938  a  shortage  of  supply  was  experienced.  A 
breakdown  in  the  shaft  occurred  in  September,  1938,  and  the  reports  on 
samples  of  water  taken  after  the  repairs  w  ere  completed  were  not  satisfactory. 
In  view  of  these  facts,  a  consulting  engineer  recommended,  inter  alia,  that 
the  well  should  be  deepened. 


Kingsclere 

The  works,  completed  in  February,  1934,  consist  of  a  12-in.  bore  140 
feet  deep,  with  two  sets  of  turbine  centrifugal  pumps,  one  being  direct  coupled 
to  a  5  b.h.p.  electric  motor  and  the  other  being  belt  driven  from  a  Crossley 
6£  b.h.p.  four-stroke  Diesel  engine.  Water  is  raised  to  a  50,000  gallon 
reservoir  (height  446-ft.  above  sea  level). 

During  1935  extensions  of  about  six  miles  of  4-inch  and  3-inch  mains 
were  made  to  Ecchinswell  and  Headley. 

The  number  of  houses  supplied  in  Kingsclere  is  155  ;  Ecchinswell,  61  ; 
Headley,  34. 

Consideration  of  a  scheme  for  further  extensions  in  the  direction  of 
Ashford  Hill,  Baughurst,  Tadley  and  Wolvcrton,  is  at  present  under  discussion. 

The  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 
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Overton 


The  water  supply  works  were  completed  and  came  into  operation  in 
April,  1937. 

There  are  two  bore  holes,  12  inches  in  diameter,  and  60  feet  deep 
through  4  feet  of  gravel  on  the  surface  and  56  feet  of  chalk.  The  borings, 
are  lined  with  steel  tubes  to  a  depth  of  36  feet. 

Test  pumping  was  carried  out  for  seven  days  continuously  at  the 
rate  of  172,000  gallons  per  24  hours. 

The  pumping  plant  is  the  Bruston  Automatic  with  two  electric  motors. 
Number  of  premises  connected  is  now  497. 

During  1938  the  Council’s  cottages  in  Station  Road  were  connected, 
and  practically  all  the  remaining  premises  in  Overton  which  can  possibly  be 
connected  with  the  mains  have  been  completed  by  the  respective  private 
owners. 

As  mentioned  in  last  year’s  report  an  extension  of  this  supply  was  made 
to  Laverstoke  and  linked  up  with  the  Whitchurch  works — approximately 
three  miles. 

At  Laverstoke  only  six  houses  were  connected  with  the  mains,  the 
owners  waiting  until  the  rebuilding  of  a  large  block  of  cottages  was  completed 
and  also  for  the  sewerage  extensions  scheme  then  under  discussion. 


Whitchurch 

The  public  water  supply  works  were  completed  by  the  former  Whit¬ 
church  Rural  District  Council  in  April,  1929.  The  works  consist  of  a  14-inch 
bore  in  the  chalk,  285  feet  deep,  with  an  electrically  driven  turbine  pump 
capable  of  delivering  10,000  gallons  of  water  per  hour  into  the  reinforced 
concrete  water  tower  with  a  capacity  of  180,000  gallons.  There  is  automatic 
control  by  rise  and  fall  of  water  in  the  tower. 

Water  is  supplied  by  three  miles  of  mains  to  583  houses. 

For  3  months  during  1938,  the  pumps  were  removed  for  a  complete 
overhaul  by  the  makers.  During  this  period  the  whole  supply  for  Whitchurch 
was  taken  from  the  Overton  Works. 


A  summary  of  the  reports  of  the  analyses  of  samples  taken  from  the 
above-mentioned  water  supplies  is  tabulated  as  follows  :

OTHER  SUPPLIES  (WELLS)  maintained  by  this  Council. 

(a)  East  Woodhay 

The  Village  well,  43  feet  in  depth,  was  rebuilt  by  this  Council  in 
1934  after  taking  it  over  from  Sir  Frederick  Carden,  Bart.  Analysis  of  this 
supply  has  not  been  continuously  satisfactory. 

(b)  St.  Mary  Bourne 

Two  six-inch  tube  bores  with  pumps  were  erected  by  this  Council 
during  1934  to  meet  the  water  shortage  in  the  villages  of  St.  Mary  Bourne 
(75  feet  deep)  and  Stoke  (70  feet),  this  latter  was  deepened  during  1935. 

GENERAL 

Baughurst  and  Tadley  District.  A  scheme  lias  been  prepared  to  pro¬ 
vide  a  piped  supply  from  Ivingsclere  and  has  been  under  discussion. 

Crux  Easton  was  reported  on  fully  in  the  1937  report. 

The  remaining  and  outlying  parts  of  the  district  get  their  supply 
mainly  from  shallow  wells  or  collected  rain  water.  There  was  a  considerable 
shortage  in  some  villages,  chiefly  Crux  Easton,  Ecchinswell,  Egbury  and  St. 
Mary  Bourne,  during  the  very  dry  season  of  1934. 

The  wells  in  the  District  vary  from  10  feet  to  80  feet,  and  the  shallow 
wells  are  old  and  poorly  constructed,  and  there  is  difficulty  in  preventing 
pollution.  Most  of  them  fill  up  immediately  after  rain,  but  when  there  is 
drought  these  become  very  low.  The  wells  are  under  general  supervision 
and  inspection  as  far  as  possible,  efforts  being  made  to  prevent  surface 
pollution,  and  progress  has  been  made  in  improving  many  of  them  during 
the  year. 

There  are  still  a  number  of  houses  in  Ivingsclere  with  shallow  wells 
not  yet  connected  to  the  main  piped  supply,  which  has  been  available  since 
1934. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

There  are  sewage  disposal  systems  in  Kingsclere,  Overton  and 
Whitchurch. 

The  Overton  works  were  completed  in  August,  1937,  and  an  additional 
scheme  has  been  passed  by  the  Council  to  extend  the  system  from  Laverstoke 
and  Freefolk  villages  to  Overton.  A  distance  of  2  miles.  All  the  premises 
in  Overton  have  now  been  connected  to  the  sewer  with  the  exception  of  a  few 
cottages  at  Quidhampton  and  Polhampton,  where  the  low-lying  levels 
prevent  this  being  done. 
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Kingsclere. — A  scheme  for  enlarging  and  improving  the  present  works 
is  under  consideration,  and  approval  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

On  the  northern  (Kingsclere)  side  of  the  district  these  are  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Thames  Conservancy  Board. 

On  the  southern  side  there  has  been  no  complaint  of  any  alleged 
pollution  of  the  River  Test,  which  runs  through  Overton,  Laverstoke  and 
Whitchurch.  Watercress  is  grown  in  several  side  streams  of  this  river. 

At  St.  Mary  Bourne,  the  stream  is  always  under  supervision  to  prevent 
deposit  of  refuse,  and  it  was  cleansed  during  1937  by  direction  of  this  Council. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 

The  number  of  conversions  during  1938  is  appended  in  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors’  report. 

There  is  no  definite  policy  for  abolishing  privy  middens,  but  where 
these  are  seriously  defective  the  owners  are  requested  to  provide  pail  closets. 

Pail  closets  are  provided  in  all  new  small  houses  where  there  is  no  other 
sewerage  disposal  system. 

The  Council  converted  the  earth  closets  to  water  closets  in  28  of  the 
Council  houses  in  Station  Road,  Overton. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Until  June,  1937,  collection  of  refuse  was  regularly  carried  out  by 
local  contractors  in  the  following  villages  :  (a)  Kingsclere  ;  ( b )  East  Woodhay. 
Highclere  and  Woolton  Hill  ;  (c)  Laverstoke  ;  (d)  Overton  ;  ( e )  St.  Mary 
Bourne  and  Stoke  ;  (/)  Whitchurch. 

A  comprehensive  system  of  the  collection  of  household  refuse  and 
disposal  for  the  whole  area  came  into  operation  on  May  2nd,  1937.  The 
Council  has  two  S.  and  D.  freighter  lorries,  one  working  in  the  northern, 
and  the  other  in  the  southern  part  of  the  district,  each  with  a  gang  of  three 
men.  Disposal  is  by  the  controlled  method  with  three  tips  in  use  at  present. 

Collections  are  made  weekly  in  all  parts  of  the  district,  but  in  the  urban 
part  of  Whitchurch  collection  is  done  twice  weekly. 

An  average  of  2,632  bins  are  emptied  weekly,  and  1,016  tons  of  refuse 
were  disposed  of  during  the  year  1938.

SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA 

A  classified  statement  of  inspections  made,  including  the  number 
of  premises  visited,  the  defects  and  nuisances  discovered,  and  the  action 
and  result  of  action  taken  is  appended  in  the  summarised  report  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors  under  Article  27  (Section  18)  of  the  Sanitary  Officers 
(Outside  London)  Regulations,  1935. 

SHOPS  AND  OFFICES 

The  Shops  Act,  1934,  came  into  operation  on  the  30th  December, 
1934,  the  provisions  under  the  control  of  this  Council  being  those  relating  to 
the  health  and  comfort  of  workers  employed  in  shops  and  warehouses  as  out¬ 
lined  in  Section  10  of  the  Act  and  dealing  with  ventilation,  temperature  and 
sanitary  conveniences  ;  also  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

Twenty-six  premises  were  inspected  during  the  year  and  contravention 
of  the  Act  found  to  exist  at  5.  Two  have  been  remedied,  the  remaining 
3  are  in  hand. 
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SMOKE  ABATEMENT 


Observations  have  been  kept  on  factory  chimneys  situated  within 
the  area  during  the  year,  but  no  action  has  had  to  be  taken  for  undue  emission 
of  black  smoke. 

SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS 

There  are  no  public  or  privately  owned  swimming  baths  or  pools  open 
to  the  public  in  this  district. 

There  is  a  portion  of  a  backwater  of  the  River  Test  at  Overton  used 
for  bathing  by  the  public  under  the  supervision  of  the  Overton  Parish 
Council.  No  inspections  have  been  made  by  this  department. 

SCHOOLS 

The  public  elementary  schools  are  under  the  control  of  the  Hampshire 
County  Council,  which  is  the  Local  Education  Authority,  the  County 
Medical  Officer  being  the  School  Medical  Officer. 

The  sanitary  conditions  of  the  schools  are  periodically  inspected  and 
are  also  included  in  my  duties  as  Assistant  School  Medical  Officer  on  the 
staff  on  the  County  Council  ;  detailed  reports  are  submitted  to  the  Head 
Office  at  Winchester.  Kingsclere  Senior  School,  which  has  now  become 
a  central  school  for  the  district,  should  in  my  opinion,  reconstruct  the  present 
obsolete  earth  closets  to  water  closets,  as  the  public  sewerage  system  has  been 
available  for  some  years. 

Water  supplies  to  schools  are  periodically  examined  by  the  County 
Medical  Officer.  During  1938,  unsatisfactory  reports  were  received  in  con¬ 
nection  with  Burghclere  and  East  Woodliay  Schools  (both  shallow  wells). 
Burghelere  School  is  within  a  reasonable  distance  of  the  Newbury  public 
main  water  supply,  and  East  Woodhay  is  included  in  a  scheme  of  extension 
of  the  Ashmansworth  public  water  supply. 

No  school  was  closed  during  the  year  for  preventing  the  spread  of 
infectious  disease.  The  instructions  given  in  the  Memorandum  on  Closure 
of  and  Exclusion  from  School,  1927,  are  complied  with. 

The  health  of  the  children  has  been  generally  satisfactory,  and  all 
cases  of  infectious  disease  (notifiable  and  non -notifiable)  are  reported  by  the 
Head  Teachers  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  at  the  same  time  as  to  the 
County  Medical  Officer. 

There  were  localised  outbreaks  in  the  schools  as  follows  : — 

Chicken  Pox  at  Kingsclere,  Overton  and  St.  Mary  Bourne  ;  Measles 
at  Highclere,  Kingsclere  Woodlands,  St.  Mary  Bourne  and  Tadley  ;  Mumps 
at  Kingsclere  and  Kingsclere  Headley. 

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS 

No  complaints  have  been  received  and  inspections  have  not  revealed 
any  prevalence  of  such  infestation  during  the  year,  therefore  no  action  has 
been  taken. 

TENT8,  VANS  AND  SHEDS 

Bye-laws  and  regulations  were  adopted  by  this  Council  on  October 
3rd,  1933,  and  bye-laws  were  made  by  the  County  Council  during  1936 
prohibiting  these  dwellings  from  occupying  any  land  within  300  yards  of 
a  dwelling  house  so  as  to  cause  injury,  disturbance  or  annoyance  to  the 
inmates  of  such  house.  Further  powers  are  given  to  the  Council,  and  suitable 
action  is  now  taken  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.

Special  attention  has  been  given  to  the  meat  supply  in  the  district, 
and  systematic  visits  are  made  to  slaughterhouses  during  times  of  regular 
slaughter.  Generally  speaking  the  whole  of  the  meat  purveyed  within  the 
district  is  of  a  high  standard  of  quality,  and  the  percentage  of  diseased  meat 
discovered  may  be  regarded  as  extremely  low.  There  was  no  occasion 
during  the  year  to  make  any  “  formal  ”  seizure.

During  the  year  30  notices  of  occasional  slaughter,  chiefly  at  cottage 
property  in  the  district,  covering  30  pigs,  were  received,  and  inspections  made 
in  each  case. 

Although  every  precaution  is  taken  to  ensure  that  the  meat  is  not 
contaminated  in  any  way,  a  few  of  the  premises  on  which  occasional  slaughter 
is  carried  out  are  most  unsatisfactory  for  the  purpose,  and  in  view  of  the 
possibility  of  contamination  is  to  be  discouraged.

The  structure  of  most  of  these  slaughter-houses  does  not  permit  of 
entirely  satisfactory  conditions,  and  there  are  several  complaints  of  the 
irregular  removal  of  waste  matters  from  the  premises,  but  the  new  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1938,  which  comes  into  force  on  October  1st,  1939,  will  give  this 
Council  far  more  powers  as  regards  supervision  since  all  Slaughter-houses 
will  have  to  be  licensed  periodically  and  to  conform  to  the  provisions  of  the 
new  Act,  especially  as  to  the  suitability  of  the  premises.  There  are  no  Bye¬ 
laws  in  force,  but  under  Section  58  (1)  the  Local  Authority  may  make  bye¬ 
laws. 

SLAUGHTER-MEN

ADULTERATION  OF  FOODS  AND  DRUGS

There 
were  three  unsatisfactory  samples  of  New  Milk,  which  were  certified  to  be 
deficient  in  fat,  to  the  extent  of  14.7  per  cent.,  5.7  per  cent.,  and  8.0  per  cent, 
respectively. 
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(d)  CHEMICAL  AND  BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  FOOD 

Any  work  required  of  this  nature  is  sent  to  the  County  Council 
Laboratories  (Public  Health  Department)  at  Winchester. 

(e)  NUTRITION 

No  special  work  has  been  done  on  the  subject  of  nutrition.  The 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  being  on  the  staff  of  the  County  Council,  attends 
Child  Welfare  Centres  and  Schools,  gives  talks  on  nutrition,  and  also 
occasional  lectures  at  Women’s  Institutes.  From  personal  observation, 
malnutrition  is  not  serious  in  the  area. 

The  provision  of  milk  at  a  reduced  price  to  school  children  under  the 
Milk  Marketing  Board’s  Scheme  is  proving  very  beneficial  in  nearly  all  the 
elementary  schools  in  the  district.

It  is  again  noticeable  as  for  many  years  past,  the  majority  of  cases 
occur  in  the  more  urban  areas  of  the  district.  The  factories  are  in  the  neigh¬ 
bourhood  of  Whitchurch,  and  thus  the  public  transport  and  central  school 
system  makes  this  part  of  the  district  more  favourable  for  the  spread  of 
infectious  disease  compared  with  the  rural  parts  of  the  area.

The  diagnosis  in  two  cases  was  not  confirmed  at  the  Isolation 
Hospital.  Eight  of  the  cases  occurred  in  four  families,  each  two  notified 
at  the  same  time. 

There  were  no  complications  nor  deaths  during  1938.  As  the  hospitalis¬ 
ation  of  Scarlet  Fever  patients  fails  to  lessen  the  incidence  of  the  disease, 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  generally  recommends  that  when  adequate 
nursing  and  isolation  can  be  carried  out  at  home  this  should  be  done.  Cross¬ 
infection  and  complications  are  far  less  prevalent  in  home  treated  cases'  than 
if  admitted  to  Hospital  unless  cubicle  wards  are  provided. 

The  Council  approved  of  the  recommendation  of  the  M.O.H.  that 
Scarletinal  Antitoxin  be  supplied  on  request  to  private  medical  practitioners 
for  cases  of  scarier  fever  treated  at  home. 

DIPHTHERIA 

There  were  seven  notified  cases  during  1938,  all  in  the  Whitchurch 
area  of  the  district.  Six  were  admitted  to  the  Andover  Isolation  Hospital 
and  one  to  Basingstoke,  but  in  two  cases  the  diagnosis  was  not  confirmed. 

There  was  one  death  in  Andover  Isolation  Hospital  (a  school-boy, 
aged  7),  two  weeks  after  admission. 

Of  the  five  children,  four  had  not  received  immunisation  treatment, 
and  the  one  child  which  had  been  done  was  a  carrier  only.  It  may  also  be 
noted  that  four  of  these  children  attended  the  same  school. 

Thorough  investigations  are  made  in  all  cases,  swabs  taken  of  all 
contacts  (at  home  and  in  the  school)  and  the  swabs  examined  at  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  of  the  Hampshire  County  Council,  at  Winchester. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin  is  available  and  free  to  all  medical  practitioners 
in  the  area  on  application  at  the  Council  Offices,  Kingsclere. 

ARTIFICIAL  IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA 

The  present  scheme  was  commenced  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
in  August,  1935,  by  making  arrangements  when  a  sufficient  number  of  children 
between  the  ages  of  one  year  and  fourteen  years  can  be  collected  together,  at 
a  definite  time  and  place,  and  the  injections  are  given  by  him. 

Three  doses  of  Burroughs,  Wellcome  and  Co.’s  Diphtheria 
Prophylactic  (T.A.F.)  of  1  c.c.  each  are  given  at  intervals  of  three  or  four 
weeks  if  possible  to  arrange.  This  method  has  been  proved  by  the  work  of 
other  medical  officers  to  render  approximately  96  per  cent,  negative  in  three 
months.

It  is  still  difficult  to  convince  parents  of  the  proved  value  of  immunis¬ 
ation,  and  most  of  the  propaganda  has  to  be  done  by  personal  talks  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  County  Council  Health  Visitors. 

The  unfortunate  death  of  a  child  attending  Whitchurch  School  did 
considerably  stimulate  the  interest  locally,  and  it  may  be  recorded  that  not 
another  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified  during  the  succeeding  ten  months. 

I  would  like  to  emphasise  the  fact  that  since  1934,  when  treatment 
was  offered  to  the  parents,  no  immunised  child  has  died  from  diphtheria 
in  this  district,  and  that  in  two  cases  only  (one  in  1937  and  one  in  1938) 
where  the  children  were  notified,  the  illness  was  exceedingly  mild  with  no 
complications. 

The  Head  Teachers  of  several  of  the  elementary  schools  have  been  most 
helpful  with  arrangements  for  treatment  of  school  children  during  the  past 
4  years. 


ENTERIC  FEVER 


Three  cases  were  notified  in  one  family  living  in  Upper  Woodcott. 
Thorough  investigation  was  made  and  a  report  made  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health.  The  summary  of  these  investigations  is  as  follows  : 

During  the  Christmas  Holidays  (1937),  an  Aunt  residing  at  Bourne¬ 
mouth,  visited  the  house.  The  first  illness  during  the  following  month 
was  in  a  baby,  aged  17  months,  which  was  sent  by  the  medical  practitioner 
to  Newbury  Hospital,  where  it  died  on  the  day  following  admission. 

After  the  funeral,  a  brother  (J.D.),  aged  6,  stayed  at  the  house  of  the 
same  aunt  in  Bournemouth,  for  about  6  weeks.  On  his  return  home,  he 
developed  an  illness.  Three  weeks  later  was  admitted  to  Newbury  Hospital, 
where  Typhoid  Fever  was  diagnosed,  and  he  was  removed  to  the  Andover 
R.D.  Isolation  Hospital. 

The  next  case,  a  sister  (P.D.),  aged  10,  occurred  two  weeks  later,  and 
the  third,  another  sister  (I.D.),  aged  17,  six  days  later.  Both  sent  to  Isolation 
Hospital. 

It  was  ascertained  that  the  Aunt  had  had  Enteric  Fever  in  1936  (the 
Bournemouth  Typhoid  Epidemic),  and  had  been  discharged  from  Hospital 
after  the  necessary  negative  reports.  She  was  now  re-examined  at  Bourne¬ 
mouth,  and  the  Widal  test  gave  a  positive  result.  There  is  no  doubt  that  she 
was  a  carrier  and  the  cause  of  infection  in  these  children.  There  were  no 
further  cases  in  this  family,  which  was  isolated  successfully  with  the  co¬ 
operation  of  the  medical  practitioner  attending. 


MEASLES  AND  WHOOPING  COUGH 


The  Council  has  discussed  the  question  of  admitting  complicated 
cases  to  the  Isolation  Hospitals.  It  has  been  left  to  the  discretion  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  if  in  his  opinion  there  are  extraordinary  circumstances 
or  urgency.  The  Andover  R.D.  Isolation  Hospital  will  admit  such  cases, 
having  provided  cubicle  wards,  but  the  Basingstoke  Borough  have  not  these 
facilities. 
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ISOLATION  H08PITALS 


The  present  arrangements  for  the  accommodation  of  patients  in  the 
Isolation  Hospitals  belonging  to  the  Borough  of  Basingstoke  and  Andover 
Rural  District  respectively  were  made  under  Section  639  of  the  Local 
Government  Act,  1929,  by  the  scheme  submitted  by  the  Hampshire  County 
Council  and  approved  by  the  Minister  of  Health  in  August,  1934. 

Agreements  were  made  with  the  Basingstoke  Borough  Council  on  April 
1st,  1935,  and  with  the  Andover  Rural  District  Council  on  April  1st,  1936. 
Patients  residing  in  the  parishes  of  Ashmansworth,  East  Woodhay,  Highclere, 
Hurstbourne  Priors,  Laverstoke,  Litchfield,  St.  Mary  Bourne  and  Whitchurch, 
are  allocated  to  Andover  Isolation  Hospital,  and  the  remainder  of  the  district 
to  Basingstoke  Isolation  Hospital. 

In  times  of  epidemics,  the  scheme  outlined  a  grouping  system  whereby, 
if  the  two  above-named  hospitals  are  full,  arrangements  will  be  made  for 
patients  to  be  admitted  to  neighbouring  hospitals  (Alton,  Winchester,  etc.). 

At  present  the  arrangements  are  for  the  admission  of  diphtheria,  scarlet 
fever  and  enteric  cases  only.  Severe  or  complicated  cases  of  measles  and 
whooping  cough  may  be  admitted  to  Andover  Isolation  Hospital  only  at 
the  discretion  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 


GENERAL 


In  August,  1936,  the  Minister  of  Health  sanctioned  under  Section 
133  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  for  one  year  the  provision  of  a  temporary 
supply  of  medicine  and  medical  assistance  for  the  poorer  inhabitants  of  the 
Rural  District  in  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  on  the  understanding  that  proper 
care  will  be  taken  of  this  provision,  and  that  they  will  be  given  only  on  the 
advice  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  This  was  sanctioned  for  a  further 
period  of  one  year.  No  action  was  taken  during  1937  and  1938.

Institutes.  The  Cancer  Act,  1938,  comes  into  operation  on  October  1st, 
1939,  the  County  Council  to  be  the  Authority  as  regards  diagnosis  and 
treatment,  etc. 


PREVENTION  OF  BLINDNESS 

No  action  has  been  taken  under  Section  66  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1925,  for  the  prevention  of  blindness  or  for  the  treatment  of  persons  suffering 
from  any  disease  or  injury  to  the  eyes. 

One  case  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  was  notified  at  Overton,  during 
the  year,  with  no  impairment  of  vision.
